REPOR? OF MR. ROBERT BEAUMONT, OF LLANDAFF. oP 
Northampton, Ang. 29, 1954.—In consequence of an application on behalf ef the 
Northamptonshire Great Central Coal Mining Company, I have examined the property 
at Kingsthorpe, with a view to ascertain the quality of the minerals, with their approxi- 
mation to the eoal fields in the western districts. At Kingsthorpe, two pits or shafts have 
been sunk severa! years ago, to the depth of about 320 yards or 160 fms. ; the journal 
given of the several strata passed through in the course of sinking these pits, and the ap- 
pearance of the metals as seen on the surface, indicate in strong terms that they belong 
to the series of red and white marl stone, or lower range of oolite strata. They appear 
also to have snnk through the red and variegated maris and new red sandstone, and 
thereby have approched the red conglomerate, magnesian limestone, and conglomerate, 
which are embedded next to the coal measures. Finding this to be the case, I have ex- 
amined the strata in Warwickshire, where the easternmost collieries have been opened, 
and I find there nearly the same range of strata; as also at Coventry the same rock is 
found. This stone completely resembles the Bath stone, both in texture, colour, and 
positics, under which coals are now being worked, and where a few years ago it was con- 
sidered coal did not exist; but by perseverance to a considerable depth, the coal was dis- 
covered, and I believe I may add, the success of this undertaking was accomplished 
mainly through my own recommendation to persevere in the execution of their trials, 
1 find the course of these measures range from Coventry towards Ragby; there the lias 
limestone is found in good quality, embedded in the marl, which is made into very fine 
bricks and pipes, and the limestone ranges along for several miles. Now, as the limestone 
mars are also found at Kingsthorpe, it shows a very strong analogy that the coa! mea- 
sures will be found there also, by proceeding to the proper depth. There is another very 
powerful instigation for going into and persevering in this discovery, which is that one- 
half of the work has already been accomplished, by having those two pits, which are al- 
ready sunk down 160 fms. In Warwickshire the pitsare fully this depth, and new works 
are being opened to a considerab!e additional depth, and one colliery has been working coal } 
to the lower or deep side of the pic, and they find the quality of the coal there to improve. 
There have been dislocations met with in the strata. the effect of which is to raise the 
different minerals |00 yards perpendicular nearer to the surface, in an easterly direction ; 
this is so far favourable ; and there is no doubt that others of a similar natare and effect 
will occur. These occurences of nature are found to be of the very greatest utility, by 
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preserving the coal and other strata within a reasonable Nistance from the surface of the 
earth, for without these the several strata would descend to a depth beyond our reach. 
In consequence of having met with a sa!t spring at Kingsthorpe, in the bottom of the { 
shaft. with the limestone on the surface, it may not be oat of place to mention that in 
the Northumberland district they have also got the limestone at the surface, and very 
strong saline springs below, from which large quantities of salt are mase, and some of 
these coal pits are 300 fms. in depth. A pumping-engine of about 100-horse power, and | 
a winding-engine of about 50-horse power, will be required. The late discovery of exten- | 
sive iron ore in this district fully warrant a searching attempt for the discovery of coal, 
as there will be a great increase in the population; but had iron ore not been discovered, 
there is sufficient market to warrants a large expentiture in the production of coal in the | 
immediate distriet. In the event of coal being met with, the winding-engine proposed 
wit! be found equal to raise at least 300 tons of coal per day ; this may be considered 
equal to 75,000 tons per annum.

GOLD DIGGING COMPANIES. 


Sin,— When I first noticed the letters of your correspondent, Mr. Michel, I thought 
his object was to inform the English public of what were the gencral prospects of the 
Australian gold fields, Although it is evident that he is not a person pasing much 
experience in the mechanical details of such matters, the metailiferous conditions of 
the rocks, &c., yet any additional information that he might have given with reference 
to the subject would have been, doubtless, acceptable to your readers. Being under 








the infi of this i ion, and seeing a statement made respecting the contents 
of gold per ton of earth iu certain gullies (which 1 kw#ew well and personally inspected, 
and which gullies are constantiy being wrought bere and there by roving rs), 1 
as r correspondent how his samples were taken! Mr. Michel, instead of reply- 


you 
ing to mytquestions, has thought proper to digress to a subject totally irrelevant to the 
points at issue —viz., the p of a company, and my private affairs, of which he 
is evidently perfectly ignorant. Your corr t does not appear to be aware 
that the gold companies have not been able to obtain leases to work on a large scale 
from the Government of Victoria. Had such grants been procurable, there would 
have been no necessity for coming to London at the present time, to look out for ca- 
pitalists to work remunerative gold fields. There are plenty of wealthy men in the 
colony oe to undertake any pro, operations that can be established. The Vic- 
toria Gold Working Company, Ovens Tin and Gold Company, the Private Escort, and 
other colonial companies, were formed by enterprising men of capital in Melbourne, 
who would have carried on any works on the gold fields that would pay, had they 
been able to obtain eligible grants. The Government did attempt lately to introduce 
a bill more suitable to public companies than the license fee, but it was so modified in 
passing through the Legislative Council as to render it valueless to prudent and legi- 
timate working companies. Under these circumstances, and the repeated re-wasb- 
ing of the old diggings by hard-working men (to support, in many instances, but a 
bare existence), I should be glad to know how Mr. Michel is to get the leases of avail- 
able grounds. 
On my arrival at the gold fields, I soon found that no systematic workings, on a 
profitable scale to companies, could be introduced until the excitement and scramble 
were over, I knew the character of quartz veins too well to entertain the idea of work- 
ing them. Hence the reason of my establishing the gold-purcha<ing and the melting 
and assaying busi , and abandoning digging operations for the time being, which 
arrangements have been regularly carried on ever since. Gold was then obtainable 
hy purchase at 3/. per ounce, whereas by digging for it the cost was upwards of 4. 
The average earnings of thousands of the hard-working diggers was not equal to the 
ordinary wayes, and since then the produet per bead has been her mye | less. 
These difficulties, and the amount of labour required to extract the gold from the 
soil, were not considered at home; neither were our advices and recommendations 
regarded or attended to; and thus some of the best speculations became abortive, 
these proceedings of the London managers caused great dissatisfaction and want of 
confidence. Instead of supplying fands in time to buy gold, and modifying the ar- 
rangements to suit the state of things, all were neglected, everything misrepresented, 
and persons sent out totally unfit for the business. Again, to aggravate the above 
evils, attempts were made to falsify what was done in the colony, and to deprive the 
principal agents of their due, because they remoustrated against the deceptive re- 
presentations in London; thus many, like myself, on their return home, have had to 
take legal means to obtain the remuneration for the service rendered. 
I trust, therefore, that Mr. Michel will be a little more guarded in future in bis re- 
marke, and will confine his observations to what he really knows. 1am not respon- 
sible for the conduct of directors. Let us have no strictures on the follies and de- 
ceptions of other people ; but the actual data on which we can estimate the probable 
results, in the event of new undertakings being carried on. 
I again ask Mr. Michel to explain to us how the samples were taken, and how parties 
can invest their capital to advantage by working the gold fields of Victoria as they 
now exist, and under the present state of the colony. Should he furnish us with this 
information, it would at this moment be extremely interesting, not only in London 
but also in Melbourne, as there are many there anxious to invest their capital.

ON THE GOLD MINING COMPANIES—No. VII. 
HOW OPERATIONS COULD BE CONDUCTED TO A SUCCESSFUL ISSUE. 


Sir,—One of the greatest drawbacks to the success of our existing gold mining 
companies has been their inefficient and expensive system of management on the 
ather side of the water. When operations have to be conducted an a large scale, and 
in several places at one and the same time, a central authority should necessarily re- 
side in Melbourne or Sydney, but as the operations which I have advised would not 
extend at first over more than one locality, the chief manager should reside on the 
spot, neither would any difficulty supervene in consequence, Bendigo and Ballarat 
are provided with branches of the local banks, and letters posted at those places 
would reach London as safely as if they were dispatched from the Melbourne office. 
No necessity would, therefore, exist for an expensive office in Melbourne, nor for a 
clerk at a high salary in the town tocorrespond with his brother clerk in the country, 
Some may say all this is only matter of detail; but trifles make the sum of human 
things, and this would at once be a saving of fully 500/. a-year to the company ; no 
mean item when deducted annually from the dividend A board of local directors is 
quite unnecessary; for it is useless to contemplate selling shares in Melbourne, 
while so many favourable investments are daily offering themselves for capital, by 
which such enormous profits can be realised, that no Australian colonist, however 
wealthy he might be, would speculate in an Enlish mining company. Instead, then, 
of a board of directors, I would have a consultation board, to sit once a month at the 
mines, and to determine what works would be most advantageous to the company. 
The schemes brought forward by the manager should be diseussed, and the opinions 
of the members of the board taken down in writing by the clerk, and tranamitted 
with the despatches to the London directory. Thus the London branch would be at 
ill times in full possession of every fact connected with the operations of the com- 
pany, and able to furnish full informatioh on every point to the shareholders, if de- 
manded, This board should consist of the chief officers of the company,—viz., the 
manager, the chief engineer, the overseer of the works, and the mining captain. 
Once a month an abstract of the expenditure should be also transmitted to London, 
thus shareholders would no longer be keptin the dark as to the disposal of the funds, 
whilst wasteful or fraudulent conversion of the money would at once be detected. 
The permanent staff officers, with the exception of the clerks, should in every case

MR. MICHEL ON GOLD. 


Srr,—No one practically acquainted with surface washing for gold but must have 
becn impressed with the value of the series of letters published in your Journal by 
Mr. Michel. His remarks are corroborated by my experience in California from 1850 
to 1853. Mr. Michel, in his fifth letter, refers to my machine for triturating the earthy 
matter; but as he alludes to the weight of the parts as an objection, I would state that 
the machine can be made as portable as may be desired, by having the triturator made 
insegments, none of which would exceed 300 Ibs. in weight. The same applies to the 
main crushing roller; if dny extra amount of weight is required, it may be made at 
the mines by loading with stones. The amalgamators, as I now have them, will save 
95 per cent. of all the gold ; this I have proved repeatedly. They are perfect. 
he question, whether the light particles of gold will be caught by the mercury, 

can easily be answered. If sufficient time is not allowed for mercurialisation, a large 
Pp of these floculent particles will be lost with the refuse in ordinary amalga- 
mation. I cannot imagine bow any one ean advocate the non-use of mercury ; it cer- 
tainly has the advantage of retaining all those particles with which it comes in con- 
tact, and also exerts a chemical affinity, if moderately heated. 
I have to say that it cannot be a matter of surprise to witness the apathy and neglect 
with which all gold adventures are now treated. Those gold-making machines in 
London have been found at the mines to be worthless. I observe that one machine, 
which gave 5 ozs. of gold to the ton in London, did not give as many grains in Corn- 
wall, The question is, who put in the gold! That it was not in the ore naturally has 
been abundantly proved. The long-promised report is ready, and will be sent for 
an early Number. It contains a series of assays of the ore and tailings, made under 
the superintendence of Messrs. Ransome and Sims.

GOLD AMALGAMATION IN AUSTRALIA. 


Sin,—In naming the Freyberg amalgamating process as one applicable to the gold 
mining of Australia, I supposed that what could be applied to the extrication of silver 
from its matrix with a profit, could be applied to the ores containg gold with still 
greater success, either metal being equal in its affinity to mercury, and gold being 
16 tol more valuable, I do not, bowever, for a moment question Mr. Hopkins’s 
facts or experience, but feel much interested in their detail. 

l would direct Mr. Hopkins (and, inceed, any other parties interested in gold 
mining) to the small machine invented by Mr. Edwin D. Smith. Its detail is simple, 
and I believe, as far as experience goes, it proves itself equal to that which it pro- 
fesses to accomplish— namely, extracting the gold from the crushed rock or auriferous 
mud, The principle corresponds with the amalgamating process of the Tyrol (Phil- 
lips’s Metallurgy, p. 582), where small quantities of gold are extracted from auriferous 
iron pyrites. This small machine might be worked asa regular series of any number, 
and, fitted to any efficient crushing machinery, a satisfactory result should follow. 

Both Mr. Smith’s and Mr, Drewe’s machinery are suited to Australia, being simple 
in management and detail, and easily repaired when out of order; and, moreover, 
they can be carried to where the gold is—a fact which I much doubt with regard to 
many others that I have seen. 

I quite agree with Mr. Iopkins in the question of stamping the quartz before it is 
ground in the mill.. Any large grains of gold might be thus separated from the mass. 
On the other hand, it is a question whether the greater portion of these nuggets will 
| not be detected in breaking the quartz to fit it for the mill, and might then be put 

aside for more careful manipulation, 

1 am glad to find that other means besides quicksilver are at command for the ex- 
traction of gold. Any facts from = numei ous Correspondents on this interesting 
subject will be highly valued by all interested in Australia.

GOLD MINING IN AUSTRALIA. 


Srm,—Mr. M‘Arthur, in your last Journal, has taken a very correct view of the 
cause of dissatisfaction and failures of the majority of the guld mining companies ; 
showing that it has not been from the want of men of intelligence, energy, and good 
practical experience in the colony. The cause has been, as he very justly observes, 
owing to the utter ignorance of those who took upon themselves the management in 
London of a new enterprise in a new country, with which they were unacquainted. 
It was deemed sufficient to elect a body of directors, obtain the capital, and sbip a 
bn peg of materials and men, accompanied with the most ridiculous instructions, 

ith a request to shovel in the gold into the ship, per return. ‘This being done, all 
that the shareholders had to do was to wait patiently for the returning golden freight, 
which was to be divided amongst them pro rata, and quench their thirst for wealth 
to their heart’s content. 

The directors, not thinking it necessary to wait for colonial advices, nor to send the 
capital to a country which was thought already overflowing with metallic wealth, 
deemed it better, in the wisdom of their judgment, to divide it amongst themselves and 
a few friends, and allow the shareholders the fuil benefit of the forthcoming dust. 
However, as the riches of the colony were rather too much to be thrown away amongst 
strangers, some Managers considered it prudent in the interval to dispatch their own 
friends to take quiet possession of the whole, and relieve others of the trouble of getting 
it. The working staffs landed in the land of promise ; but lo! instead of getting gold 
to send home by their ships, they found they wanted it, and in very large quantities, 
too, to live, and prepare to go up to the gold fields. The little they brought with them 
was soon exhausted. The application for mines and leases of gold grounds for com- 
panies was laughed at. The only resourse they had was to be off to the diggings the 
best way they could, and leave their families in tents on the coast, to shift the best 
way they could for themselves. 

If parties who were on the spot, with all the energy and intelligence of colonial 
experience, were unable to do anything as gold companies, how was it possible that 
London gentlemen could by managing them at home! The directors, instead of 
waiting for information, and acting accordingly, continued in their folly ; and that, 
hidaen by deception, has brought well-merited disgrace on them and those who 
followed their instructions. 

Gold quartz crushing is only carried on by very raw “‘ new chums ;” and even the 
hard-working Californian companies of diggers, with their small engines, and their 
long toms and sluices, find it difficult now to get washing stuff at Bendigo rich 
enough to pay them. Mr. Comer, of theColonial Gold Company, tells the same story. 
There is also a party with a smail steam-engine at Ballarat, but they find they can 
do better at California, where there is abundance of water, and they are about relin- 
quishing the spec, to follow other pursuits, Nearly all the old gullies of Bendigo have 
been lately so worked over, as to present but a poor chance tore-work them with pro- 
fit in such a dry district. 

Your correspondent, Mr. Michel, when he returns again to Bendigo, will find there 
a very different sort of people to those he de-cribes in his No. 1.—yes, as good men 














have a very small tribute or per centage on the daily amount of gold obtained. This 
would give them a direct interest in the success of the undertaking, and the over- 
seers of the labourers would allow no idling, or fraudulent appropriation of the gold, 
whilst their own interest was in question. At present, as I have observed at the 
mines, the overseer, at a weekly salary only a trifle above the labourers, will in ge- 
neral muke hail fellow well met with his wealthy labourer, share his glass of liquor, 
and care but little for his employers in England. Some broken-down young gentle- 
man, unable to work himself, and who does not know the nature of a day’s work, is 
generally seleeted, through the recommendation of some merchant, whose whole 
study is so to trim his vessel as at once to be popular with the men and trusted by 
the manager. As he never knows the hour when his services may be dispensed with, 
and when he may at once be thrown upon the mines to seek his own living, it is 
clearly his interest to make friends of the labourers, in whose ranks he will! possibly 
soon find himself ——- ata disadvantage. But the tribute system operates as a 
eheck upon this species of familiarity, and the overseer at once mes a taskmaster 
andaspy. The overseers, too, should be practical miners and stalwart labourers 
themselves—men who could at once direct a cutting, or knock down an insolent ruf- 
fian, if need be. Companies have been in the habit of sending out assay-masters ; 
these are perfectly useless officers, unless the company purpose buying gold ona 
large scale; and as I perceive that in last June gold was realising 80s. per oz., it is 
evident no pane age | can at present buy, with the hope of making alarge profit. A 
system of checks should be introduced on all the confidential servants of the com- 
pany, from the manager downwards, The gold should always be removed from the 
machinery, weighed, assorted, or deposited in the iron-chest, in the presence of two 
responsible parties, who should sign receipts in the day-book or ledger; whilst, at 
the same time, the strictest secrecy should be preserved from the common labourers, 
or the public at large, relative to the yield. 

Again, it has been a common practice to take out Cornish miners under agreement. 
This has been a fruitful source of loss and disappointment. The staff of the company, 


hampered with the maintenance of forty or fifty individuals, in a town were the ne- 
cessaries of life are extravagantly dear, and on at last arriving at the mines, the men 
invariably run away in a short time. ‘The services of a rea! good Cornish miner in 
a deep sinking at Rallarat are honestly worth, if he worked hurd, 10/. a week. Is it 
then, reasonable to suppose that these men would stay for even 41. a week, or less, 
which is, I believe, about the sam they would agree for in Cornwall; neither, in the 
event of their ab ding, is it possible to catch and punish them without immense 
difficulty and expense.
